"^Shri V. D. Deshpande : My cut motion relates to the 
working of Wage Boards. 

In this connection, I wish to point out to the hon. Minis- 
ter that the Wage Boards ought to have been able to present 
their reports within the prescribed time. We were asked to 
pay for 8 months more and now the Demand is before the 
House. 

Firstly, I think the majority of the Wage Boards have 
submitted their reports. As far as I know, it is their comp- 
laint that they had not had enough time and therefore they 
had arbitrarily to give certain suggestions to the Government* 
In this respect, I wish to point out to the Government that 
it was absolutely necessary for the Government to lay down 
certain national minimum wage. The Trade 'Unions of 
Hyderabad had pointed out to the Government that unless 
certain basic minimum wage was given, it would not be pos- 
sible for the Wage Boards to come to any conclusion. As 
far as I know, the Wage Boards which have submdtted their 
reports, recommended different minimum wages and their 
recommendations vary from Board to Board. It would 
have been a good thing for the Government ix> have laid 
down Rs. 30 as the minimum wage and on that basis the 
Wage Boards should have worked. 

Secondly, I find that these Boards have given certain 
recommendation to the Government arbitrarily* I learn 
that certain Wage Boards have suggested an increase of Rs* 2 
due to demonetisation and probably anoth^ amount of 
Es. 2 towards Deamess Allowance, that is, altogether Rs« 4. 
Certain Boards suggested an increment in the wages mmk 
more than the above. 1!*h6fe is no uniformity ib the teooni- 
mendations.

Moreover* the reports of those Wage Boards which have 
submitted their reports, have not been made available to 
hon. Members as yet. Therefore, it is not possible for 
us to comment on" their work in detail as such.^ But I wish 
to point out to the hon. Minister that the basic defect has 
been in not providing them with the basis of a national mi- 
nimum wage as such. 

These Wage Boards were asked to recommend certain 
increment in the wages and dearness allowance due to demo- 
netisation. It would have been better that those Wage Boards 
had been also asked to take into consideration the consoli- 
dation of the dearness allowance with the basic wage. Go- 
vernment is aware that at the Central level this matter had 
already been de .It with and the Central Government has con- 
solidated 50 per cent of the dearness allowance with the ba- 
sic pay of the Government employees in the Central concerns 
and those employees are now getting the benefit of such con- 
solidation. I do not know whether these Boards have con- 
sidered, this aspect. Anyway, we are anxious to get the re- 
ports of the Boards as soon as possible and it would be better 
if the Government makes, such of the reports as have been 
submitted, available to the hon. Members- Regarding the 
other reports, the sooner they submit the better, so that we 
can judge how far their recommendations have been bene- 
ficial. 

There ia a demand regarding the pensions and leave fa- 
ciliiies that have been given to the Drainage workers. In 
this regard, I learn that the cases of 60 workers are still pen- 
ding and that 250 w^orkers have been made permanent. A 
demand regarding their pension and leave facilities is be- 
fore us. Regarding 60 workers, I learn that the matter is still 
pending and that the Government has not offered them any 
pensionable permanency as such. It is learnt that they are 
only being offered certain gratuity, while their demand is 
that they should be placed on the same basi^ as the other 250 
workers who have been made permanent on a pensionable 
basis. 

Regarding these workers, I wish to point out to the Go- 
vernment that while fixing up their dearness allowance the 
Government has not fdllowpd the decision which was given 
in the case of Municipal Workers hy the Appellate Tribunal- 
In their case, I learn, that" the ^npellate Tribunal held the 
view that the rent to* be paid to the worker ^ould Be apa^ 
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from what is paid as clearness allowance. In that particular 
case, I learn tUat Rs. 26/- is the clearness allowance and 
Rs. 5/- is supposed t«> be the rent» In the case of drainage 
workers, it«s cleverly argued on behalf of tiie Government 
that the dearness allowance which is being paid to them in- 
cludes also the rent. In fact, the Appellate Tribunal has held 
that the dearness allowance does noc in^-lude rent and rent, 
to the extent of Rs. 5/-, should be given separately as such* 
This also is one of the demands of tiie drainage workers and 
I think that, when the Government has come before the 
House again with a supplementary demand for an amount 
which Will defray the charges towai'ds their pension and leave 
allowances, this matter of the remaining drainage workers 
also should be looked into by the Government and justice 
should be done to them*

These were the matters which I particularly wanted to 

place before the hon. Minister for Labour and I hope these 
matters wall engage his attention at the carhest, 

I 

Dr. G. S. Melkote : Speaker, Sir. Hon. Members of the 
Opposition have mentioned certain incidents which, we felt 
diould not have taken place with regard to land purchase. 

While mentioning these incidents, hon. Members drew the 
attention of the Government to the fact that the Minister-in 
charge of the Labour Portfolio has been constantly chang- 
ing and as such there could not be a continuity of purpose 
in the Government. It is just possible that ti^e change in 
the Ministers may, in some matters, be for better, while, in 
some others, it may be for worse* But the policy of the Go- 
vernment with regard to major issues does not so much 
change so long as that particular ministry remains in power. 

With regard to the purchase of land, itself, different peo- 
ple hold (Cerent views : I myself would like to point out 
that as Finance* Minister this matter had come up before me 
and I wanted the Government to negotiate for a feir price* 
That, the Government certainly did. But, tdtimately the 
question has to depend upon the decision of the Collects 
who has got to pay the compensation for the land that has 
been acquired by the G9V^rnment ; and he, in consultation 
with various bodies who acquired lands, enquired into tjxe 
ruHng prices of lands owned by various peopfe in the nelg^.. 
bourhood, and fixed a fair "price/ 
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The particular land to which the hon. Member refers is 
situated in a place called industrial area. '- The hon. Mem- 
ber should have known by now that sij:e in that area' is usu- 
ally costly. That is not the only considerati(?n that wei- 
ghed with the Government in fixing the price or accepting 
the price that was fix;ed by the Collector. Workers number- 
ing about 4 thousands moved to that place from a distance 
of rearly 7 or 8 miles. The amount of cycle wear 
and tear and the amount of inconvenience involved to the 
workers, coupled with the amount of trainage that one has 
got to pay — if one takes all these factors into consideration 
the total amount of money, even if it is in excess — I feel it 
is not very much,- can begot back in the c curse of a couple 
of months in the shape of savings. When the land owner 
himself sticks on to his guns, one has got to go to the neigh- 
bouring lands to acquire. It was found that the prices did 
not vary very much. The question is : Whether it would be 
advisable to go away to a distance from the facto: y and acquire 
land there at a sHghtly cheaper price or to acquire land 
at a particular place which is most convenient for about 4 
thousand workers. This is the problem that has got to be settled. 
The collector kept in view all these factors when he made his 
recommei,dations to the Government, which the Government, 
after due consideration, had accepted, that is how the price 
was fixed. On a full apprisal of all the fa .ts I hope that hon. 
Members will tell that it is a fairly good price. 

Whith regard to labour co-op rati ves also and the cons .ru- 
ction of buillings for labourers, I must l ay that the G^^ern- 
ment of India pL.ced before us variou schemes at vairous 
times.. In 19Sl, uhe scheme was that the Government of India 
would meet 50 per cent of the expenditure as subsidy and 50 
per ce..t. as loan. Before this scheme could be implemented, 
Government of India, in 1952, came up with another scheme, 
«^reeing to subsidise the whole amount, towards which the 
Government of Hyderabad need not pay anything. The 1952 
scheme was certainly more welcome to all the State Govern- 
ments and the Government of Hyderabad started implementing 
that scheme and forming labour co-operatives. *" Many represen- 
tations to the effect that co-operatives have not been working 
well have been made. Next, the question of capital came in. 
How to find ways and means to get the necessary capital for 
these co-operatives ; and how to see that the capital that has 
been given to them is not wasted? On account of these and 
other factors, there was slight delay* I agree that there has 
been slight delay, but during the past 6 to 8 months we have 
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almost completed about 3 thousand houses out of 4 thousand 
houses, and we liope to complete the remainuig before this 
December. In November next, the Minister for Housing in 
the Central Ck>vernment is due to visit Hyderabad to in- 
augurate these houses. There has again* been further 
delay because when we constructed the houses the Govern- 
ment of India felt that most of these houses would be cons- 
tructed in the cities and naturally they envisaged that the 
Hyderabad Municipality had also the drainage and other wa- 
ter works schemes under them. That was not so : here in 
Hyderabad the position was different; in other cities, the 
Municipalites control the whole affair. While e.^timates were^ 
drawn up for the houses, this factor was not taken into ac- 
count. Consequently, another 3 lakhs of rupees was to be 
added and that is why we have come with a supplementary 
Demand before the House. Ko doubt, these difficulties were 
there ; but the tempo of work has been at the ma^gmum kept 
and we hope to complete the whole thing before the end of 
this year. 

With regard to the amoxmt spent on the visit of the Gk)- 
vernor-General in 19i& I have nothing more to add except to 
say that it was about a thousand rupees or so. Of course, 
the audit difficulties come in as to the head under which this 
amount should be included. Not that the amount has not been 
found or has not been spent — ^both these had taken place al- 
ready. It is a question of just finding out under which head 
this amount has to be placed. The sanction of this House has 
to be obtained for this and we ha%^e accordingly come before 
the House for that purpose. That is why this amount has been 
included in the Supplementary Demand. Whatever you call 
it red-tapism or anything, there is a system to be adhered 
to, and xmless it is decided we cannot include it in one item 
or the other. 

With regard to the Electricity Department, the Special 
Officer was appointed, as I had mentioned some time ago^ 
somewhere in 1950, when there was a Civil Government* 

The arrears of work in the Electricity Department has accu- 
mulated and the accounts had to be brought up to date. This 
was advertised ; a number of people came up for interview 
and the then Finance Minister selacted an experienced officer and 
appointed him. It may be that he is a man who had al- 
ready been pensioned of. He has almost completed the 
work. The balance of work is very little and he is expected 
o com|)lete the work before the end of Jun^ nescfe ye«F* At 
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this juncture to thmk of changing hands would not be quite 
correct, for the simple reason that the work will have to be 
taken up by a new person and the work will not progress to 
the same extent. The PVVJ3 is aware of the £,entnnents e^f- 
p.essed in this House, but I feel helpless and cannot think of 
making changes at present* It is not in the interest of the 
Government and the people* Hence I plead that this work 
should be allowed to be carried on and this amount should 
be included and sanctioned by the House, 

y^^VVith regard to supply of electricicy, I have already made 
it known some time back, that as per the recommendations 
of the Goverxnnent of India, a Central Eiectricty Board has 
been set up. We are trying to form provincial Electricity 
Boards also. For this purpose there ought to be a plan. 
Even with regard to this, 1 have made it known that some 
time in the beginning of next year, new^turbines would work 
and the Nizamsagar and other hydro-electric projects will 
start functioning. That will be on an experimental stage 
and by about the beginning of next year, we hope to supply 
Hyderabad City also. Anticipating further suppUes of elec- 
tricity, we felt that we ought to relax; the rules 
that are already existing with regard to giving connec- 
tions and licences, and it will take some months to adjust. We 
had about 8 thousand applications and in the past few mon- 
ths, we have disposed more than 50 per cent. But actual 
supply of power wou*d take some time because the licence 
has to be obtained first, the wiring has to be finished by the 
contractors and these has to be inspected by an officer and 
then the supply have to be given. Ail these necessarily takes 
some months and there has already been a considerable re- 
laxation in the rules for the supply of electricity. Before 
the. end of this year as soon as we are in a position to supply 
more power we intend forming the Provincial Electricity 
Boards, in which non-official members will also be included, 
who can look into the whole affair and see to what extent 
matters could be rectified. 

With regard to Wage Boards, the Leader of the Opposi- 
tioist has already said what I myself wanted to sayi The 
recomimendations, he feels, have been arbitrary because a 
time-limit was imposed. If we had extended the time limit 
possibly the Members would have said that, we wanted to use 
dilatory tactics. The Government wanted to have the recommen- 
dations in then* hands early. As the Government requires 
considerable time to go through the recommendations in de- 
taa and pass^ orders, we waaitedthe Board to iimsh its*^"w<>dk 
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quickly* • The various Boards have abeady sent us their 
recommendations. * 

These recommendations may not be quite up to the mark, in 
that they had not sufficient opportunity and time to examine 
everything in detail. Many difficulties were faced by the 
Government and the Boards. I must say for the information 
of the House that a questionnaire was issued to which replies 
from the employees and employers was sought • These replies 
were not received bv the Government for some months. 
Affer the reaipt of which we formed the Boards. The meetings 
were sparsely attended and had to be dragged on. \Mien 
the recommendations had to be drawn up, the same difficulty 
was felt. A number of these boards requested for an extension 
of time. One Board wanted extension from Slav to June. 

mi 

Two Boards have asked for extension upto November. I 
do not know what the Textile Board could do even within 
this time, but in spite of all these things. I am sure the Wage 
Boards have been doing yeomen service in that they are hur- 
rying up the work and are trying to give their recommenda- 
tions at an early date. As soon as these recomendations 
come, and as the Leader of the Opposition said, they have 
to be considered in all detail by the Government, which has 
to ex;amine the problem in all its aspects. They have to 
judge the recommendations and its repurcussions on various 
industries as well as on the people. In the light of these re- 
commendations, which are going to be placed before us in a 
couple of months. Government would examine them at a 
verv early date and pass their orders. The Leader of the 
Opposition has mentioned that this should be done early. 
I can assure him that the Government would go through 
these recommendation at a very early date and comte to a 
decision on them. 

With regard to the pension facilities of the drainage wor- 
kers I have to say that there are other items pertaining to 
the labour problem, all of which are being examined. I have 
already asked the Labour Department to look into the lesr^s- 
lations of the oth^r provinces an^l also the labour legislation 
of other countries and try to make our own laws as progres- 
sive as possible. I am myself bringir^r up a comprehensive 
legislation in the next Session. Meanwhile leave and 
pension facilites have already been granted to the workers 
and the case of about 60 workers . is beeinjf considered and 
everything that is possible would be done.
